(a) correcting the status identifiers of claims 3, 4, 8, and 9 to "previously presented"; 

(b) correcting the numbering of claim 30 added in the July 28, 2003 amendment 
(which is claim 30 in the October 6, 2004 amendment) to claim 32; also underlining "13" to 
reflect the change made during the October 6, 2004 amendment; 
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(c) correcting the numbering of claim 31 added in the July 28, 2003 amendment 
(which is claim 31 in the October 6, 2004 amendment) to claim 33; correcting the dependency 
now to claim 32; 

(d) correcting the numbering of claim 32 added in the July 28, 2003 amendment 
(which is claim 32 in the October 6, 2004 amendment) to claim 34; correcting the status 
identifier to "currently amended" to reflect the correction of the dependency now to claim 33; 

(e) correcting the numbering of claim 33 added in the July 28, 2003 amendment 
(which is claim 33 in the October 6, 2004 amendment) to claim 35; and 

(f) correcting the numbering of claim 34 added in the July 28, 2003 amendment 
(which is claim 34 in the October 6, 2004 amendment) to claim 36; correcting the status 
identifier to "currently amended" to reflect the correction of the dependency now to claim 35. 

Please note that (a) one of the original claim 21 has been renumbered as claim 27 and 
later canceled in the July 28, 2003 amendment; (b) claims 27 and 28 added in the amendment 
dated April 14, 2003 have been renumbered as claims 28 and 29 which were later canceled; and 
(c) claims 28 and 29 added in the July 28, 2003 which were later canceled are now numbered as 
claims 30 and 31. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the above corrections are made to clarify the 
numbering and status of the claims in compliance with the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .121(c) and 
are not to be construed as narrowing the scope of the claims.
